"I am contide'nt this act will 


help us sustain prosperity, reduce 
burdens of surpluses, and main- 
tain stable food prices," Kennedy 
said as he signed the 1962 Agri- 
culture Act. 


The measure is by no means 


all that Kennedy originally asked, 
but it carries the seeds of possible 
victory for light production con- 
trols next year. 


The bill continues for one year

which opcrnte in Arkansas yield 
benefits In the general public over 
find above I ho jobs they provide 
and the taxes they pay. 


By applying sound rnnservation 


methods to the business of grow- 
ing timber, these companies also 
operate huge game farms which 
are open to the general public. 


These are heavily used by deer 


and squirrel hunters and to a 
lessor decree by turkey hunters.

.state's best forest, land, which also 
is the best place to hunt. 


With the exception of 
a few 


areas leased to private hunting 
clubs, this land is open to the 
general public.

season. 


The woods are driest then, and 


.since hunters smoke and 
build 


fires, there is always a threat of 
uncontrolled fire. 


"We would be in serious trouble 


if the lumber companies didn't 
open their lands for hunting," 
said Gus Albright, news editor for 
the State Game and Fish Com- 
mission. 


"The 
companies have always 


worked with the commission," he 
said. "Cut I think they have be- 
come more conscious1 of the public 
relations value of the situation in 
the last few years, as the demand 
for hunting space has grown. 


"Somii companies have gone so 


far as to hire game biologists to 
manage game on their properties. 
In Arkansas, they have turned 
over areas' to us for game mana- 
gement." 


The lumber companies appar- 


ently 
feel 
that the game crop 


should be harvested, just as the 
trees are harvested. They have 
passed the word that private clubs 
which hold certain areas under 
lease should kill surplus deer, Al- 
bright said. This applies to spots, 
particularly islands, where deer 
have become so numerous they 
endanger the tree crop. 


"If the clubs don't harvest the 


game, the companies said they 
would do it themselves," Albright 
said.
